I of some discoveries m ade a t the lo­ 
cal asy lum for infirm and aged Iver­ 
sons. 
A ccording 
to 
this 
account, 
suspicion 
having been raised by the 
unw onted m ortality am ong these iMvor 
l>eople, several corpses Vvere disinter­ 
red and exam ined, the result of the 
investigation being th e opinion th a t 
some of the 
deaths had been caused 
by strangulation. 
One of tne m aie nnr.-es tias been 
arrested on suspicion, it 
being 
ex- 
itlaincd th a t as he received a g rat­ 
uity of one franc for every grave he 
dug, he m ay have been tem pted to 
give him self as much w ork of this 
sort as he possibly could. 
B ut on 
the other hand, no positive proof of 
his guilt is so far forthcom ing, so 
th a t his a rre st is based on m ere sus­ 
picion, w hich m ay turn out to have 
been quite unfounded. 
T hree persons are said to be found 
to have been strangulated, but it is 
added th a t the decompo.sltion of two 
eth er corpses rendered practical ex­ 
am ination im possible. 
Y et 
in 
one 
instance, w ithin six day s, four deaths 
occurred, and this is considered to 
be quite rem arkable. 
A ccording to report, it 
was 
one 
death 
of an 
inm ate 
in 
D ecem ber 
which brought m atters 
to 
a 
head. 
The nurse who is in custody reported 
the death to the surgeon who was 
on duty at the lim e, and who author­ 
ized him to proceed with the burial. 
The oth er nurses in the m eantim e 
had gone to the pavilion, of w hich he 
had charge, to see the corpse, this 
being the fifth death w hich haa oc­ 
curred in nine day s, and which was, 
as is alleged, quite as m iexpected as 
the others. 
They looked carefully 
and discovered a bluish line around 
the neck, as well as fingerm arks, and 
when (heir com rade returned to the 
pavilion he found the divector of the 
asy lum and the chief phy sician lean­ 
ing over the corpse. 
The doctor having | said 
th a t 
he 
would not give a certificate for the 
burial, the director lost no tim e in 
inform ing the 
Judicial 
authorities, 


and th at sam e afternoon the public 
prosecutor, the exam ining m agistrate, 
and other officials arrived, in com­ 
pany w ith the m edical expert, who 
stated th a t a violent pressure w ith 
the hand had been fo'dowed by the 
draw ing of the collar of th e night­ 
shirt tightly around 
t’ne neck, the 
strangulation 
having 
been 
affected 
in ten m inutes. 
W hen 
he 
w as 
questioned, 
the 
nurse suggested th at the deed m ight 
have been done by a 
lunatic 
from 
another pavilion, but he is alleged to 
have afterw ards stated th a t he was 
at the bedside w hen the poor m an, 
who was over sixty y ears of age, ex­ 
pired. 
He was a t once arrested, and then 
the m agistrate asked for a list of 
the deaths in 
th e 
sam e 
pavilion, 
which w as followed hy th e disinter­ 
m ent of several corpses w ith the re 
suit m entioned above.

was well known on both continents. 
Ray mond was employ ed in 18 7 6 as 
a' reporter on a Chicago paper. 
He 
was a handsome y ou ng man, v ery in­ 
telligent, and cMd his work in a satis 
factory way for a few months. Then 
he resigned and disappeared. 
At the 
moment his salary accou nt was some­ 
what ov erdraw n- 
On one occasion he appeared in 
Birmingham, called on 
Mr. 
.Toseph 
Chamberlain, and annou nced him self 
as an orchid farm er of New .Tirsey . 
Then he went to Stratford-on-Av on, 
to which city Mr. George W. Childs, 
the American philanthropist, had giv 
en a pu blic fou ntain. 
There he an 
nou nced him self as a nephew of Mr. 
Childs, and after inspecting the fou n­ 
tain with grr-it care passed a nu mber 
of bogu s checks and obtained sev eral 
hu ndred pou nds. 
Su bseq u ently he appeared in Paris, 
called at the Hotel Bristol, and de­ 
scribed him self as the cou rier of the 
khediv e of Egy pt, who was to arriv e 
that ev ening. 
He took an ex oeu siv e 
su ite, told the m anager that It was 
the khediv e’s birthday and that he 
desired to arrange a dinner In his 
highness* honor. 
Elaborate preparations for a dinner 
of tv renty -fou ’^ cov ers 
were 
made. 
Finally Ray mond annou nced that on 
the khediv e’s birthday it was cu sto 
mary for each mem ber of his su ite 
to make him a small gift of jewelry , 
and asked the m anager to send for an 
assortm ent of articles appropriate to 
the occasion.

of the hotel and took a train for Eng­ 
land.

He appeared in Milwau kee, Wis!, 
and described himself as a colonel in 
the British army , and acted the part 
to perfection. 
He was taken into a 
leading clu b and hotel for a tv eek 
Then it was discov ered he had se­ 
cu red fu nds from alm ost all his newly 
made acq u aintances on forged checks 
He was arrested and incarcerated for 
a month. 
A y ear later he tu rned u p in New 
York and called u pon the president 
of a u niv ersity , pretending to be a 
professor of English literatu re from 
Ox ford 
u niv ersity . 
A fter 
obtaining 
money he called u pon the pre:;ident 
of one of the leading banks, imper­ 
sonated a partner in a London bank 
ing hou se, talked m ost intelligently
